He Jfaa Often Shew* 


Commander Sigsliee of the ill-fated 


cruiser was born in Albany, N. Y., and 
educated at the Allany Academy. H« 
was appointed to the United State* 
Naval Academy in 1859 by Erastus 


orning, first, then congressman from 


this district. He was graduated from 
hat institution in 1862 and was im- 
mediately detailed into active service 
as ensign 
aboard 
the Metaconaet, 


which engaged in the naval operations 
hat ended in the capture of Mobile. 
That event was one of the mo4t de- 
cisive in the civil war. There were *1- 
;o in that engagement two other Al- 
banians, Ira Harris, now of Cleveland. 
the son of the former United State* 
Senator Ira Harris, and Clarence 
Rath bone, who still resides in thi* 
city. Young Sigsbee was then known 
as "Dutch," a fitting sobriquet, con- 
sidering the old Dutch town of ht* 
birthplace. Sigsbee's ship, the Meta- 
comet, was commanded by Capt. Jan- 
stt. 


Commander Sigsbee is well remern* 


bered in the chronicles of naval s*f- 
vice for his work on the coast sur- 
vey. 
He Is one of the bravest and 


most discreet officers in the navy. He 
is a man who is known to be what if 
called "remarkably level headed." and 
those who know him best will b* the 
last to believe that such carelescnera 
as an explosion aboard ship would 
indicate could occur on any vessel un- 
der his command. 


A signal instance of his decision of 


character in emergencies was shown 
oa the East River«lm# summer. The 
Maine had left the 
Brooklyn n*,T7 


yard-and was proceeding down stream 
on'her way to sea. The rive? wa* 
crowded with craft of all kind*., and 
&3f—one et .-those singular accident* 
which occur on crowded streams and 
against which no provision seems \o 
avail, an excursion steamer and a 
kuge freight float got in the Maine'* 
way. A collision seemed to be In- 
evitable, and what the result would 
have been if the huge steel man-of- 
war but brushed the crowded excur- 
sion boat 
can easily be Imagined. 


Capt. Sigsbee did not hesitate a mo- 
ment. He ordered

bozBd and the Maine went crashing in- 
to the dock. Two wharves were car- 
ried away by the impact, forty can 
were dumped into the East river and. 
considerable damage was done. Bill' 
ito lives were lost, and except for th* 
losing of a little paint, the Maine wa* 
uninjured. Then Capt. Sigsbee went 
on his 
way and 
subsequently was 


complimented by Mr. Roosevelt, assis- 
tant secretary of the navy, for th* 
manner in which he had acted.'

he will risk anything after that to ap- 
pease that appetite. 


"Whea the city of Havana was cele- 


brating, six years ago, the anniversary 
-of the birth of the young King of 
Spain, the next biggest feature of the 
blowout after the bull fights was a bal- 
loon ascension by a Spanish aeronaut 
named Ramon Margulies. I was spend- 
ing the holiday on an electric launch 
with a party of friends, and in the aft- 
ernoon we watched for the ascension. 
Along about 4 o'clock we saw the bal- 
loon shoot into the air from one of the 
minor plazas, witii Margulies, dressed 
in gymnast's tights, na-nging by his 
legs from a trapeze suspended beneath 
tte basket. The air was very still, and 
the aeronaut had apparently figured 
on making a reasonably high straight- 
up ascent, and then, by pulling the es- 
cape valve, to descend within the city 
or on its outskirts. As be must have 
known bow thickly tbe harbor was in- 
fested with sharks, he could certainly 
not have seriously entertained 
the 


thought of letting his balloon descend 
in the harbor. 


"At any rate, when Ms balloon reach- 


ed an altitude of about half a mile, we 
could see that it bad swam into a cur- 
rent of air that plainly began to carry 
it over the harbor. With tbe aid of 
our glasses we could percenc the aer- 
onaut climbing from tho trapeze into 
tlio basket, and, a moment or so after, 
he disappeared from view, it became 
apparent to us thac be had pulled the 
iscape valve, for the balloon began to 
•apidly descend, bat by the time the 
alve was opened the upper air current 
had carried the balloon well over the 
waters of the bay. The engineer of 
our launch, at my direction, st-rrted 
four bells for the spot in the water 
where we figured tlic balloon would de- 
scend, for we all knew that the aero- 
naut would not be long in thc water be- 
fore the sharks got after him. The 
balloon came down too swiftly, howev- 
er, for the launch to be of any assist- 
ance to Margulies. We were two hun- 
dred yards away when the basket of 
the almost collapsed balloon struck the 
water. Just before the basket touched 
the water Margiihes appeared on its 
edge and dived bead first into the har- 
bor, 
in order, apparently to prevent 


his becoming entangled with the bas- 
ket netting. We saw his head bob up 
once, and we put on all power to reach 
him with the launch. But when we 
saw a dozen big man-eaters' fins cleav- 
ing the water straight for tho spot 
where the unfortunate aeronaut's head 
had appeared. Wo knew that it was all 
up with him. He did not, show at the 
S'-rlace again, and when we reached 
the spot where he had jumped in 
we saw 
nothing but little eddies 


of blocd on the surface of the water. 
Tbe sharks had torn him to pieces.

Remedy lor Decayins Teetlt. 


People who are the victims of sensi- 


tive teeth, that crumble and acquire 
cavities readily, may do much towards 
checking this dental decay, by the use 
of a simple remedy. A bottle of milk 
of magnesia should be kept on the 
washstand, and each night, after brush- 
ing the teeth just before retiring, some 
of it should be held in the mouth for a 
minute, that it may reach each side of 
every tooth. By this process, a coating 
of the magnesia "is formed over the 
sensitive enamel, which is thus pro- 
tected from the action of the acids that 
form in the mouth during sleep. 
The 


magnesia will remain on the teeth 
for three or four hours. Washing the 
mouth with a solution of bi-carbonate 
of soda after eating sour fruits or sal- 
ads is also recommended by dentists, as 
the soda, like the magnesia, counter- 
acts the injurious effect of the acid 
upon the enamel.

a strong scale, which forms a part of 
the epidermal envelope, and is cast off 
in a piece with that every time the 
reptile molts. 
This eye plate is as 


clear and transparent as glass, and al- 
lows the most perfect vision, while 
at the sarns time it is so hard and 
tough as to perfectly protect the deli- 
cate organ within from tie thorns and 
twigs among which, in night from ene- 
mies or in pursuit of prey, the reptile 
so often hurriedly glides, as any close 
observer of the habits of the snake can 
readily discover.

The process by which so common 


and narmless a substance as cotton is 
-converted into a high explosive is a 
comparatively simple one. Pure raw 
^cotton or ordinary cotton 
waste is 


steeped in a solution of one part of ni- 
tric acid and three parts of sulphuric 
acid. The nitric acid is the one which 
-renders the cotton explosive, the pres- 
ence of the sulphuric being required 
only to absorb the water, thus allow- 
ing the other acid to combine more 
readily with the nearly pure cellulose 
of which cotton consists. After the 
cotton has soaked in the acids for sev- I 
eral -hours, it is taken from the pots 
and squeezed through heavy rollers to 
extract all the superfluous acid which 
it has not absorbed. Then it is wash- 
ed carefully and thoroughly, still with 
the same object of. removing the free 
acid. 


It is now passed through a machine 


similar to that wbich grinds up the 
rags in a paper-mil!. Here it is crush- 
ed thoroughly and afterward washed 
again until the last trace of free acid 
disappears, and the cotton comes out in 
the form of a soft, white pulp, closely 
resembling the pulp of which paper 
is made. This concludes the process 
of actual manufacture, and it now re- 
mains only to convert the gun-cotton 
into the most convenient form fer the 
nse to which it is to be put. If it is 
to be employed in making powder, 'it 
is dried and stored away in pulverized 
form, but if it is designed for filling 
torpedoes it must be compressed to a 
certain density anil moulded into the 
shapes y/iiich will^best enable, ij^ to be 


one of these respondents for examina- 
tion. 
The commissioners report that

cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of -seven or eight her 
useful days are over, and that 
she 


should be replaced Jay one younger, 
But, other things being equal, this is a 
mistake. A cow that has been well 
cared for, with generous rations and 
proper attention given to her comfort, 
;hrough all seasons of the year, is bet- 
;er and will make a more profitable re- 
turn at eight years old than 
at an 


earlier age; in other words, she is ia 
her prime, and she will continue in 
Jiis condition several years, and will 
not be considered an old 
cow until 


fourteen or fifteen years have passed. 
'ows with first calves—at two or three 
years—are generally unprofitable in 
their milk yield, end one really good 
cow between se\en aad eight years old 
will pay a better revenue than two that 
arc performing their first year's du- 
ties in the dairy herd, and she will 
probably consume but little more food 
than one of the younger ones 
This 


fact is worthy ths consideration of 
those who are dairying for profit.

Care oi Milk 


If the cows hare been kept in a 


clean, well-lighted stable, and not fed 
tainted food or given impure water, 
the milk will be in good condition for 
the manufacturer of cheese and butter. 
The main points in caring for it are 
to strain immediately through a fine 
wire or cloth strainer. 
Remove as 


soon as possible to where the air is 
pure, and aerate properly by means of 
an . aerator. 
Keep the night's and 


morning's milk separated as long as 
possible. 


Do not cool milk for cheese making, 


unless when holding Saturday night's 
and Sunday mom ing's milk until Mon- 
day. In very hot, close weather, the 
milk should be coded, even for cheese. 
"Cool milk for the creamery to GO de- 
grees or below aftiT it is aerated. Pro- 
tect the milk froir rain and sunshine, 
but place it where there is a free cir- 
culation of air. 
Wash the cans and 


pails, then subject to steam or scalding 
water. Do not rtturn whey or sour 
milk in the milk c ms. 


Milk 


Regularity in thne of milking is 


necessary. The diiry cow is a good 
timekeeper, and knows very well when 
milking time comes. If she is neglect- 
ed and allowed tc go far beyond the 
regular time she begins to worry and 


j loss follows. There are some cows that 
! certain milkcifi cr.n novel- get clean. 
Thev milk out all that flows readily, 
strip around onre f.i twite, and call her 
llni.shed.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


•Week UBS Proved to be a Notable One 


In Many Reipects. 


New Yoi'lt, March 5.—Bradstreet's says: 


An enlarged volume of spring trade, 
particularly in dry goods, due to spring 
weather, special strength in the demand 
and price for cotton fabrics, an immenss 
and urgent call at soaring prices for iron 
and steel and all its products, and sub- 
stantial advances in wages, chiefly af- 
fecting: the above mentioned industries 
and benefitting at a conservative calcu- 
lation 110,000 operatives, are among the 
features of the T-eek. 


From many cities east and west come 


reports eft aV actfve' demand from jtib- 
bers f OT spring dry goods. FnJm the^cct- 
ton manufacturing industry of the east 
come reports of activity, inducing manu- 
facturers to grant advances to their op- 
eratives, while the list of advances in 
prices of iron and steel products, whether 
of crude, of manufactured or even of old 
materials a virtual rollcall of that in- 
dustry's products. An encouraging fea- 
ture is the small number of strikes for 
higher wages reported, paTtly owing to 
advances already being conceded. 


Our export trade in cereals is recover 


ing from the check administered by re- 
cent frigid and stormy weather, but re- 
ports of damage to the winter wheat crop 
on the one hand and estimates of super- 
abundant supplies of old cropJri farmers1 
hands have about balanced each other, 
With a slight advantage as regards pricei 
secured by the bears.

Up this 
ireek he* would sail and secrete his 
oooty, repair his vessel or wait for 
vessels to come along the coast, when 
dis black painted vessel, flying the 
black flag, would sraddenly appear, as 
f a vision from the infernal regions. In 
the center of this creek 
is a rock, 


fcnown as Caesar's rock, which still 
»hows evidence of the -visitation of 
Daesaf's vessel—rufty pieces of iron, 
in anchor and pait of* an old can- 
aon. 


The crews of wrecked vessels also 


ouried their money along the coast and 
wer« either killed by tho hostile Indi- 
ans or fled for their lives.

The stories of ridtlrn treasure on 


the coast of Florida and m this ancient 
:ity are not myths based upon stories 
af early Spanish icsidents, as many 
lucky finds will testify. An exploring 
party, under the guise of tourists, re- 
cently took a trip down tho coast, 
touching at the various islands and 
putting in at the inlets, ostensibly fish- 
.ng and hunting. While this is part of 
the programme, they are out more for 
profit than for pleatiurs.

teuse heat, and is finally allowed to 
cool off m the furnace. A Harveyized 
plate is regarded by armor experts as 
much superior to one that is oil tem- 
pered, because of its greater density 
and consequential resistance." 


Tue time consumed in the manufac- 


ture of an ordinary armor plate is 
from three to six weeks, but it sli'ould 
be borne in mmd that there are al- 
ways se'v oral in various stages of com- 
pletion at one tune. Once vork is be- 
gun and the chain set in motion, about 
300 tons of armor can be completed 
monthly. This does not seem like a 
large ainoftnt, 
considering that one 


plate hometimes weighs 50,000-pounds. 
Before a plate is regaided as finished 
all the necessary nuts and bolts to 
fasten it in place must be completed 
and ready to bo shipped with it. 


When a group of plates is finished, 


one of the number is selected by a 
member of the Ordnance Bureau to be 
forwarded to the Government proving 
grounds at Indian Head, there to be 
submitted to the final test for ballistic 
resistance by the naval experts. Should 
the selected plate meet the require- 
ments of the lest the entire group is 
passed. If the selected plate fails to 
stand the test, permission is obtained, 
if possible, to test a second, and, if 
needed, a third plate. If both the lat- 
ter plates fail to stand the test the 
group they represent is rejected 
On 


Hie other hand, il either one passes 
the gioup it> accepted by the Go\ern- 
ment. 


It is equally expiTMVi- to keep it in 
operation, the cost for each cartridge 
sent from it !)c-ii>^ over £1,000. which 
does not iiKludt- the yuttiug of the 
gun on its emplacement or taking ii 
down, nor the thousands of dollars 
necessarily expended in paying salar- 
ies and subsistence of the officers and 
men who opeiatc it.

In Europe there aie laws upon the 
subject, thought rt is custom with us.

observatory are

The observatory nself stands higher 
than the ciiy wall, aud is square in 
shape, the beauLful astronomical in- 
struments standing on platforms with 
no shelter, true to the Chinese idea of 
doing things by contraries. Entrance 
to the observatory from the front gate 
leads to a hall of rare proportions. 
Then comes a yard surrounded on 
three sides by one-stori«d buildings 
and shaded by enormous trees. Here 
are two massive and valuable bronze 
instruments, exposed for centuries, hut 
without a flaw or sign of wear. 


In the Chinese observatory is a huge 


celestial globe, seven feet six inches 
in diameter, having the planets and 
principal constellations shown by rais- 
ed stars in yellow bronze and fixed in 
their proper places on the chocolate- 
brown body of the globe. There are 
eight instruments in all in the obser- 
vatory, each worthy of special study.
